ND GOVERNMENT MONEY 


FOR SPECULATIVE BANKS 


Treasury Department to Make 
the Banks Report Money 
Loaned or Borrowed. 


Washington, August 12.—Banks 
which borrow or loan money for spec: 
Glative purposes will be denied any 
Portion of the $50,000,000 of govern- 
ment funds about to be deposited tin 
the national banks to assist in mov- 
ing the crops, and the entire amount 
will go to institutions that earnestly 
strive to meet the currency demands 
of the agricultural sections. 

This policy of the treasury depart- 
nent was announced today, when <Act- 
ing Comptroller of the Currency Kane, 
in connection with a call for the con- 
dition of national banks at the close 
of business August 9, asked everv na- 
tlonal bank in the country to report 
detailed information of all money 


loaned or borrowed. 


Regular Feature of Future Calls. 

Upon the basis of this data, expect- 
ed to be available tn time for the dis- 
tribution of the $50,000,000, the treas- 
ury department will aim to differen- 
tiate between the banks which bor- 
row or loan in connection with specu- 
lative operations or are chronic bor- 
rowers and those who endeavor to re- 
lieve financial strain wherever it ex- 
ists. 

Information of this character, it waa 
announced, will now be recularly ob- 
tained by the comptroller of the cur- 
renocy as a feature of his calls for tha 
condition of national banks in order 
that the treasury department mav 
know what sections of the country ere 
in need of additional ctreulation at va- 
rious periods of the year. This tnno- 
vation is the forerunner of other 
terial changes in the character of 
formation banks will be required in 
future to furnish the government. The 
forms which have been in use far 
vears are being studied with'a view 
to further steps to obtain detailed in- 
formation. 

Kane FExplains the Call. 

“All banks have been requested 
send in detailed statements of 
money loaned to other banks’ as well 
as all money borrowed from other 
banks in the form of rediscounts, bills 
payable or in any other manner,” sald 
Acting Comptroller Kane. “This will 
enable the comptroller to more easily 
determine what sections of the coun- 
trv are in need of additional circula- 
tion at stated periods of the year; 
what banks accommodate their cor- 
respondents in such sections and, in 
addition, should also enable the comp- 
troller to more easily ascertain what 
banks borrow in order to meet legiti- 
mate discounts and varying condi- 
tions, and what banks should be list- 
ed as chronic borrowers-—that Is, those 
which. borrow to reloan in normal 
times.” 

To Single Out Institutions. 

One primary purpose in seeking de- 
tailed information is to discover which 
banks are borrowing for speculative 
purposes and which are borrowing to 
meet the legitimate financial needs of 
the county. The treasury department, 
‘t+ was said, wants to single out th; 
institutions that are not using their 
resources ‘to help the crop moving 
period, so that it would be in a po- 
sition to decline them special deposits 
of the government to relleve strin- 
rency and place the money with banks 
thet are sending currency to districts 
where it is needed.

GOVERNOR LIND’S MISSION. 

President Wilson is to be congratulated 
upon his attempt to peaceably settle the 
Mexican situation. In dispatching John 
Lind as his personal representative he has 
made an adroit move, which all disinter- 
ested Americans hope may be productive 


of some good, - 

The attitude of the Huerta administra- 
tion toward the reception of Mr. Lind 
illustrates its weakness and _ precarious 


hold on power. Seeing an opportunity to 
make a brave play by apparently thrusting 
defiance at the United States, it took that 
course. 

Before Mr. Lind’s” arrival President 
Huerta announced that he would not be 
received unless he bore proper diplomatic 


credentials; that otherwise his presence 
would be considered undesirable. The 
probability of personal indignities were 


discussed in Mexico, and some American 
newspapers openly questioned whether the 
president had acted wisely in exposing 
Mr. Lind to such dangers. 

But the bravado attitude of the Mexicar 
administration was short-lived. Intimations 
were given out from the white house that 
President Wilson expected his representa- 
tive to be protected from affront to his 
person or dignity. Prompt. § assurances 
were given that this would be done. 

Despite the criticism of Mr. Lind’s 
somewhat unusual status in diplomatic ne- 
gotiations, The Constitution believes _ his

There are Americans in Mexico with prop- 
erty; women,- helpless children. Certainly 
nothing should be said to inflame the pas- 
sions and arouse the excitement of people 
unduly, because if the public temper is in- 
flamed to a certain condition of fever, we 
know what the result will be. Wer*might 
crush Mexico as a paper box, perhaps, but it 
would be no credit to us to do that. We 
might take upon ourselves a responsibility 
that would extend down to our children and 
our children’s children and raise the lid from 
Pandora's hex, but we ought to weigh the 
situation very carefully before we take the 
first step that may lead to such a result.” 

Following the failure of the present ef- 
fort at mediation, if it does fail, ‘the next 
‘ogical step would be to raise the embargo 
on the shipment of arms and recognize the 
belligerency,of the constitutionalist forces 
under Governor Carranza. If the latter de 
velop a man forceful enough to deal with 
the situation, peace will be brought about. 
If that fails the task of intervention by this 
country will be rendered more difficult by 
the presence of these arms. That fact 
must not be lost sight of. 

In view of the difficulties that lie in 
every direction, we heartily commend the 
language of Senator Bacon: 

“IT believe it is the duty of every man, tn- 
side and outside of congress, who has confi- 
dence in the integrity and capacity of the 
president, to hold up his hands in.the effort 
he is making, and to do as little as possible 
to embarrass him in working out success- 
fully the difficult undertaking.” 

Senator Bacon speaks feelingly, having 
a personal knowledge of war and its 
horrors.

In the next place, while the plowboy is 
generally some whistler, after crops are laid 
by, or in the winter, he hasn’t much time or 
breath for whistling while he is running 
around young cotton or bursting out the 
middles of the corn. The farmer boy gen- 
erally works while he works in order that 
he may play while he plays. In other words, 
he plows while he plows and he whistles 
while he whistles.

Plowing makes a fellow strong and 
healthy, gives him a good appetite, and 
enables him to sleep sweetly and soundly,

milk. 

Plowing generally keeps a fellow out ot 
bad company. It is a great thing for a 
young man to be able to spend days, and 
many of them, under the open sky, coin- 
muning with nature. Once in a while, of 
course, some plowboy, tired, dusty, hot and 
impatient, says bad words at a. hard- 
mouthed mule or a balky horse; but, re- 
member, it is more than likely that those 
bad words were not iearned while he was 
plowing.

John Hunt Morgan was one of the most 
daring of the cavalry riders connected witb 
the confederate army during the Civil war 
He seemed to have been absolutely fear- 
less and his many striking adventures read 
more like pages from a romance than of 
actual happenings. One of the most pic-

turesque episodes of the Cival war were 
the raids that Morgan and his band af 
followers made into Kentucky, Ohio, and 
Indiana in 1862 and 1863. These resulted 
in the destruction of millions of dollars’ 
worth of military ptores, white railroad 
tracks were torn up, bridges burned and 
culverts were Jestroyed in the rear of the 
federal army, making it necessary, at least, 
to garrison every important town in those 
states. : 

Morgan would usually take a telegraph 
operator with him, and though his move- 
ments were inarvelously rapid, he Kept him- 
self constantly informed of the enemys 
movements. These raiders levied on the 
stores and granaries, as well as the stables 
and hitchens, along their route. There were 
aaily skirmishes, and the raiders were ai- 
ways too strong for any force that could be 
assembled on the instant, while their route 
could not be foreseen, and they moved too 
swiftly. 

Finally the federal troops cornered the 
Morgan raiders on the north shore of the 
Wnio and kept them from getting to more 
frienaiy ground. Morgan and a number of 
his cavalrymen were compelled tc surrender 
on tuly 26, 1863. Morgan and several uf 
nis officers were taken to Columbus and 
vere confined ir the penitentiary there, their 
being shaved like those of ordinary 
felons. No good reason has been assigned 
for this treatment. nor does it appear dy 
whom it was ordered—certainly not by the 
zsovernment. 

Nu labor was required of the captured 
cavalrymen, but they were confined in eells, 
whence seven of them, including Morgan, 
escaped and it is said they dug themselves 
cut. They charged tteir clothes in the sen- 
‘ry-box on the outer wall, and separated as 
soon as they were free.

| A SHORTER AND BETTER 
HIGHWAY TO MACON 


Editor Constitution: In line with a re- 
cent editorial, “A Highway Lesson,” let me 
tell you of an interesting situation. 

There is a much shorter highway from 
Atlanta to Macon than the one now usually 
traveled. This shorter way is not now used 
because of just four miles of almost impas- 
sable road right at Atlanta’s door. 

This is the road leaving Atlanta by the 
Federal prison, thence to Conley, then by 
Stockbridge or White House to McDonough, 
Locust Grove, Jackson, Indian Spring to 
Forsyth; thence over the usual road to 
Macon. 3 

Here are the comparative distances of 
the two reutes ts Forsyth, both being the 
same from Forsyth to Macon:

All of this new route from Atlanta to 
Forsyth is in excellent condition, except four 
miles, just beyond the Federal prison in 
DeKalb county. 

Many residents in Henry county are of- 
fering inducements in the way of several 
thousand dollars to make even better the 
route through Henry county. 

McDonough’s board of trade is seeking 
the co-operation of all the people living 
along the proposed new route, and has ap- 
pointed @ committee to visit the commis- 
sioner of DeKalb county. It is belleved 
that he will be favorable to the project and 
will readily agree to put in shape the short 
strip in DeKalb county. 

This new way would also shorten the 
automobile route between Atlanta and Mc- 
Donough 14 miles. 

The Constitution can aid a good work by 
lending its great influence to this move- 
ment.

If I were a member of the Georgia legis- 
lature I would pick out somewhere on 
Senerous map of the grand old state an 
eligible site for a new county, call it Baeon 
and stand for it until constitutionally 
ated. 

That, to my mind, would be the fittest 
Way to commemorate that epochal event in 
American history that has just happened in 

= the election of Hon. Au- 
fustus Octavius Bacon 
as the first senator of 
the United States chos- 
en, under the _ seven- 
teenth amendment, by 
| the direct vote of the 
people of a state. 

It is a memorable 
chapter in the history 
of American reforma- 
tions. It is a great 
honor for Georgia. and 
an unduplicatable dis- 
tinction for her eminent 
representative son. It 
marks a reform of our 
national legislature that 
was first prominently 

= urged by President An- 
Sam W. Small. drew Jackson in 1829, 
and every year while’ he was president, and 
which became more urgent through the 
years until its recent adoption by the people 
of nearly all the states. 

There are states, many of them, that 
would have regarded the election of the 
first popularly-chosen senator as an event 
to be marked by some substantial monu- 
mental act. They would have hastened to 
so imbed the, fact in the history of the 
State that it would never be overlooked or 
forgotten in the future. | 

Georgia certainly should not be behind 
any other state in proudly commemorating 
80 great a historical matter. 

How could the event be more fittingly 
and permanently recorded in the state’s his- 
tory than by adding a new unit to the roll 
of counties and giving, it the name of 
N. : acmfwcmfw 
Bacon? (ur state map, as I had occasion 
to show in an address made to the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution some years 
ago, is a splendid panorama of the names 
and serviaes of men who were eminent in 
the history of Georgia from its settlement to 
the present day. We have many counties 
bearing the names of men who were con- 
spicuous almost wholly by their services tn 
the senate of the United States. 

Senator Bacon, it will be recalled. was av 
superb legislator—-many years speaker of 
the Georgia house of representatives—in 
times when the legislation of the state was 
critical, difficult and tremendously impor- 
tant to the liberties and welfare of Geor- 
gians. But for the exceeding love of the 
people for the gallant Gordon he would have 
been enrolled long ago as one of the gxov- 
ernors of the commonwealth. As United 
States senator these eighteen years he has 
been faithful, effective and easily tn the 
forefront as a statesman of vision and now- 
ed, second scarcely to any colleague from 
any state of the union. 

Would it not be a timely and a worthy 
thing for the legi8lature of Georgia to do 
to signalize both his loyal services and his 
democratic distinction as “the first people's
